Builders and Admiralty 
Cease Rescue Efforts 
For Men in Thetis 

Worst in History

eight men, trapped ln a new 
British submarine under 130 leet 
ol water were given up for dead 
today. 

First the submarine’s builders, 
at 3 p.m. (6 a m. PJ5.T.), and then 
the Admiralty, at 4.30 p.m. <7JO 
a.m. P.S.T.), issued statements 
saying hope had been abandoned 
tor the men entombed in the 
ThcUs. 

The officers of Cammell Laird, 
shipbuilders, considered the men 
: probably died from chlorine gas 
emanating from the Thetis' 
battery room. The Admiralty 
statement said merely: “There 
is now no longer justification for 
hope that any further lives can 
be saved from the Thetis. Sal¬ 
vage Work proceeds.” 

The number aboard was raised 
from 90 to 98 during the day with 
disclosure by the Admiralty that 
eight additional civilian techni¬ 
cians not previously listed were 
among those on the test run.

Quebec Appeal Court 
Buys Lesaard and 
Drouin Must 8erve Term 

Ql'EBEC (CP)—The appeal of 
F. X. Lesaard and Joseph Drouin 
against conviction and sentence 
on a charge of obstructing police 
wes dismissed today by Chief 
Justice Sir Mathias Tellier. The 
two men were charged In connec¬ 
tion with the removal of a pad¬ 
lock. placed by provincial police 
on Lessard’s home under the 
provincial padlock law against 
dissemination of'Communism. 

The court of appeal returned a 
unanimous Judgment dismissing 
the claim of the two men. Leasard 
was under a two-year penitentiary 
sentence and Drouin had been sen¬ 
tenced to a year for his part In 
the removal of the padlock. 

The five Judges said constitu¬ 
tionality of the province's padlock 
law against Communism was not 
an issue in the case.

Sassoon, First Commissioner of 
Works since 1937 and one of the 
richest members of the House of 
Commons, died today at the age 
of 50. 

. He had been 111 for about a 
month. He was the third baronet 
and succeeded his father in 1912 
In the same year he was elected 
to parliament as a Conservative 
lor Hythe and his death creates 
a vacancy in the House. 

His father. Sir Edward Sassoon, 
also sat as Conservative M.P. for 
Hythe from 1899 to 1912 and be¬ 
tween them they represented the 
division for an unbroken period 
of 40 years. 

His mother was a daughter of 
Baron Gustave de Rothschild.

IN SUBTLY ENTITLED “Special Undeclared 
1 War" (Cape, London), Prank Oliver has 
written an arresting book about the Japanese 
invasion of China: 368 pages, with some good 
pictures and two maps, and an introduction 
by Peter Fleming. Mr. Oliver strives to pre¬ 
sent an impartial picture. The facta he has 
to put before us speak for themselves. None 
more eloquent of the methods of the Invaders 
can be quoted than those In the chapter deal¬ 
ing with the capture of Nanking. 

“No army In modem times," Mr. Oliver 
declares, “has seen such a breakdown of dis¬ 
cipline and morale as the Japanese displayed 
In Nanking In December, 1937, and January, 
1938. Murder, looting, arson, unprecedented 
brutality and the rape of women and children. 
Nothing like It can be found in modem his¬ 
tory. .., Few pages of the history of ancient 
and so-called barbarous days can compare 
with the Japanese army records In Nanking 
In December, 1937.” e 

In a month, he affirms, 34,000 defenceless 
civilians had been brutally murdered: 10,000 
females (from girls of 10 to women of 72) 
had been raped: vast sections of the city 
deliberately burned to the ground; shops, 
houses, consulates and foreign embassies had 
been looted; and thousands of terror-stricken 
people brought to the verge of starvation by 
the refusal to allow food Supplies to enter 
the city. Ghastly details are given of that 
orgy of destruction and torture and death. 
‘The streets were littered with bodies and at 
the execution grounds outside the city walls 
they lay heaped In rows ..." 

Yet the Japanese commander-in-chief of 
the attacking forces had sent word to the 
Chinese command, before the Japanese en¬ 
tered the city, urging surrender and stating 
that “the Japanese troops are kind and gen¬ 
erous to noncombatanta and to Chinese 
troops who entertain no enmity to Japan.”

'/ Dr. Imre Ferenczl, expert of the Inter¬ 
national Labor Office of the League of Na¬ 
tions, lays this continued decline to the fear 
of war. True, in Soviet Russia. Portugal, 
the Balkans, Holland and the Irish Free S t a le , 
population la being maintained. Germany 
also shows an Increase, but it Is not long 
enough sustained to tell whether it is a per¬ 
manent trend or merely due to artificial 
stimulus. In general, Europe la no longer 
reproducing Itself. Only In conditions of 
general prosperity, lacking social crises, and 
with a well-founded hope for the destiny of 
nations during a long period of peace, can 
the nations again hope to assure their pro¬ 
jection Into the future. Dr. Ferenczl warns. 
Long experimentation in subsidizing mother¬ 
hood would not appear to have achieved any 
great success. For many years France, Bel¬ 
gium, Australia, New Zealand and other 
countries have tried out various plans of 
subsidized motherhood. Not one has made 
any substantial progress. Italy has spent 
hundreds of millions of lire to promote 
parenthood. Yet In 1937 Italy's Increase in 
the death rate exceeded that of the birth 
rate. That means that the rate of population 
growth continues to slow down. 

There are probably many causes of this 
alow but steady decrease in the birth rate 
throughout the civilized- world. But one 
Ifactor is certainly unstable economic condi¬ 
tions, and another is certainly the fear of 


powers fit for gods, yet we bring to their 
use the mentality of schoolboys and savages. 
The symbol of this Is the airplane Jhe grcab 
est of man's inventions, which nevertheless 
threatens his civilization with destruction. 
The superman made the airplane, but the 
ape has got hold at It.” 

In view of the things the airplane has 
done in Spain and China, and considering 
the things which everyone expects it to do 
when a full-dress major war breaks out. this 
is scarcely an overstatement. Yet It Is hard 
to believe that we must look for a remedy by 
cutting down on new inventions. Hard as 
the Job may be, our salvation can only lie 
along the line of living up to our Inventions, 
no matter how perplexing or far-reaching 
their effects may be. 

It would be difficult, for one thing, to 
look at a brand-new Invention and say Just 
how greatly It would eventually affect 
human life. Ell Whitney's cotton gin can 
hardly have looked like a thing that would 
remake the entire southern states and lead 
to a civil war. It would have taken rare 
foresight to deduce, from the first coughing 
gasoline engine, our present network of 
paved highways, truck traffic and dying 
railroads. 

What we usually fall to realize Is that 
the whole tangle of Inventions, lumped to¬ 
gether under the term “the mechanical age." 
nas brought about the the profoundest 
revolution to which the human race has yet 
had to adjust itself. We are In the midst of 
that revolution right now, and we cannot 
possibly see what things are going to be 
like when it is over. >

What of the future prospects of this ter¬ 
rible war? 

“Japan, at the end of '1938," says Mr. 
Oliver, “is little nearer her objective than 
when she began In July, 1937. Her armies 
have marched deep Into China and by the 
conduct of her troops forfeited the-good will 
and respect of the Chinese people. These 
armies occupy territory which will long re¬ 
main passively unfriendly. They have been 
unable to clear their flanks of thousands of 
guerillas, who remain actively unfriendly." 

During the 18 months of fighting the 
Chinese have yielded more and more terri¬ 
tory to the Japanese armies but yielded “'as a 
bog yields," Mr. Oliver remarks; so that 
today Japan is perhaps wondering whether 
she Is not now faced with the consequences 
of stepping Into a bog. 

“China's losses are Immense* our author 
admits, “but they are less important to her 
than they are to Japan.” The invaders seem 
to have bitten off more than they can chew. 

Mr. Oliver sums up the Japanese as fol¬ 
lows: 

“As Imperialists the Japanese lack very 
necessary qualities. Firstly they have no 
Imagination in handling other people, that Is 
they are constitutionally Incapable of seeing 
-.the other fellow's point of view, and secondly 


a self-constituted committee, are puzzling 
tpe seasoned politicians who are not wont 
to become hysterical even In the tensest of 
atmospheres. Here are a few the committee 
has unearthed: 

1. A bill providing deportation of all 
aliens who may advocate any change In the 
government, no matter how peaceful

who are accused of no crime, and who are 
unable to leave the country through no 
fault of their own.)

4. A bill providing for deportation of all 
aliens and prohibition of all Immigration. 

5. Several bills for deportation of large 
numbers of aliens because of loosely-defined 
adherence to '‘isms," and various other bills 
for registration, fingerprinting and other 
regulation of aliens who do not file Intention 
to become citizens.

Countryside Versus Cities 

QNE UNSPECTACULAR BUT HIGHLY 
important factor In the “second phase* 
of the Sino-Japanrse war of which little has 
been made la the continuous battle of the 
"countryside versus the cities."

kind of chimpanzee and baboon, 
buffaloes, hippopotami, elephants, 
8,000 antelopes and rare birds not 
yet all named. 

So the park Is a great outdoor 
laboratory attracting scientific ex¬ 
peditions from many parts of the 
world. It Is the first national 
park in Africa and one of the 
first set aside for truly scientific 
purposes. Jo keep the animals 
untamed, a" part of the park’s 
area has been designated as a 
wildlife retreat In which even 
scientists are not allowed. 

Its altitude runs a range from 
2.500 to 14,000 feet above sea level. 
From 9,000 to 12,000 feet, the 
mountain gorillas live in forest* 
of .gigantic trees hung with moss, 
ferns and [orchids. This Is the 
country that the late Carl Akeley 
called the most beautiful in all 
Africa.

CEZANNE—THE FATHEB 
OF MODERN FAINTING 

' | HERE WERE few flowers for 
Paul Cezanne during his life¬ 
time. He died virtually unknown. 
Although he gave his whole time 
to the field of art, he was never 
able to pass the fundamental test 
of a French painter, acceptance 
BT the National Salon. 

Yet on May 9, the 100th annl- 
versary of his birth, Cezanne is 
generally accepted as the greatest 
master of the 19th century and 
the father of modern painting. 
This is because the world has 
embraced the principles of paint¬ 
ing that Cezanne saw so early and 
for which he struggled continu¬ 
ously. Cezanne focused the whole 
tone «f modern art with the prin¬ 
ciple that the picture should 
closely resemble Its Inspiring 
object. 

If the object was shocking or 
offensive to conservative taste, so 
much the better, according to 
Cezanne. He wanted to paint life 
as he saw it In all its shades and 
lights and stages. 

Naturally, the Cezanne paint¬ 
ings provoked a revolt in France 
when they first appeared. They 
horrified the classicists. But Ce¬ 
zanne and a small company fought 
for freedom of subject. To them 
It was infinitely more important 
to paint the picture of a’ peasant's 
funeral than that of a distin¬ 
guished person. And so they set 
a lasting precedent. 

The precedent was all the more 
Interesting because Cezanne was 
the son of a well-to-do French 
banker who wanted Paul to pur¬ 
sue business. But doubtless the 
world would not have remem¬ 
bered Cezanne on a stamp, such as 
the Current French value above, 
had he followed his father's 
wishes.
